FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Feb. 12

been asked by their city engineer 
to take at least one bath a day. 
It’s not that he thinks they’re 
too dirty. In fact he doesn’t give 
a hoot about their cleanliness. 
Here’s the reason: 

The extremely cold winter in 
which temperatures often were 
more than 50 below zero for days

The trouble at the Renault 
plant started when the 7000 strik- 
ers tried to prevent non-striking 
workers from going back to their 
jobs after lunch. About 38,000 
employes defied the strike call. 
Strikers in rooftop positions 
hurled scrap metal and tiles on 
steel-helmeted riot police in the 
short fight. 

In the Paris Malakoff bus ter- 
minal, other strikers smashed 
windshields of busses. 
Although the percentage of 
strikers was high in the building 
industry, the coal fields, steel 
mills and other localized points, 
the strike. was not getting the 
same support as the last big Com- 
munist labor demonstrations of 
1948, 

70 Pct. Effective in One Area. 

The Ministry of Interior said 

70 per cent of the steel workers 
in northern France's industrial 
area left their jobs. 
Ministry officials said 30 per 
cent of Paris’s garbage collectors 
answered the strike call and gar- 
bage began to pile up. Bus and 
subway service in Paris was nor- 
mal. Suburban train service in 
Paris continued to operate. 

The strike was called by Com- 
munists to protest against a Gov- 
ernment bar on an “anti-Fascist” 
rally Sunday in Paris and gen- 
eral labor conditions. The Sun- 
day demonstration had been 
called to commemorate the eight- 
eenth anniversary of the Fascist 
riots in 1934 when several work- 
ers were killed in street fights. 


SUES FOR $16,500

Four teams were formed, each 
headed by a C.A.B. official, to 
study (1) the plane’s power plant, 
propellers and fuel system; (2) 
structure of the plane; (3) its op- 
erations, and (4) witnesses’ testi- 
mony. 

The investigators said so far no 
evidence has been found to sup- 
port eyewitness accounts of fire 
on the plane while it was in 
flight.

Truce negotiators adjourned 
their full-dress meetings until the 
new plan is ready. Presumably 
it will come from Pyongyang or 
Peiping. 

Communists made two conces- 
sions Tuesday in another truce 
tent where staff officers are try- 
ing to work out machinery for 
supervising a truce, 

Reds offered to increase limits 
on monthly rotation of troops to 
30,000 and establish four ports 
of entry for incoming troops and 
war materials to be inspected by 
neutral teams. The Allies said 
the figures are not high enough. 
They are asking for a 40,000 ro- 
tation limit and eight entry ports. 

The previous Red proposals 
were for 25,000 troops and three 


ports. 
Other Issues Unsettled: 

Staff officers working on the 
third unsettled point of an armis- 
tice remained split on two issues 
and a number of “minor places 
and wording,” Col. George W. 
Hiekman, Allied staff officer, said. 

The major difference: are vol- 
untary repatriation of prisoners 
of war and the scope of work to 
be done by joint Red Cross 
teams. Tuesday’s session was de- 
voted mostly to the second ques- 
tion. Hickman said the Reds indi- 
cated they want Red Cross oper- 
ations “considerably restricted.”

BANKERS TRYING

International Bank Mis- 
sion Begins Talks With 
Mossadegh on Stop- 
Gap Plan. 


TEHRAN, Feb. 12 (AP)—An 
International Bank mission began 
negotiations at the bedside of 
Premier Mohammed Mossadegh 
today in an effort to get the 
$1,500,000,000 Iranian oil indus- 
try going again. 

The five-man mission, headed 
by the bank’s vice president, 
Robert L. Garner, has a newtwist 
to this old problem—a plan for 
the bank to manage Iran's nation- 
alized oil industry temporarily 
until Iran and Britain settle their 
dispute that began last April 
when Mossadegh’s _government 
took over the British oil proper- 

es 

There are some _ indications 
Mossadegh may now be more 
willing to talk business. With 
the oil industry’s exports cut off, 
external revenues no longer are 
coming in and the Government 
is fast running out of money. 
British royalties, at the rate of 
4 shillings (56 cents) a ton were 
bringing in about $18,000,000 a 
year before nationalization. 

The bank’s principal objective 
is to resume full operation of the 
Abadan refinery, the world’s 
largest, and direct its products 
into western channels. 


Mossadegh gave the bank a 
conditional “no” when the tem- 
porary management plan was out- 
lined to him more than a month 
ago, but he left the door open 
| to further talks if the bank would 
|agree to complete Iranian domi- 
nation over the operations. 

Bank sources believe this de- 
mand could be met in its face- 
saving formula. The biggest prob- 
lems to be worked out, informed 
|sources say, are the bank’s plan 
to put a percentage of the oil 
receipts aside to pay off the An- 
glo-Iranian Oil Co., its former op- 
erators, and its proposed price 
reduction to be offered a single 
bulk buyer of the whole output.

Operating expenses have been 
rising sharply, but rise in 
transit revenue has not kept up 
with this. The number of pas- 
sengers in the last fiscal year 
was 16.4 per cent less than in the 
peak year, 1947-48. (In St. Louis 
the decline has been about 50 
per cent since 1946.) 

The public transit system car- 
ries three times as many passen- 
gers as do the 11 remaining pri- 
vately owned transit concerns in 
the city. The latter run only 
busses, while the public system 
has the subways and their’ ele- 
vated outer spurs, busses, some 
streetcar lines, and the rattle- 
trap Third avenue elevated. 

New York’s public system {is 
operated by the Board of Trans- 
portation, a quasi-state agency 
created by the Legislature in 
1924 to build and run the old 
Independent subway. It gained 
its present predominance in the 
field in 1940-41. The chairman 
and two other commissioners and 
a considerable number of other 
key personnel are appointed by 
the Mayor. In. practice, the 
board makes no-major expendi- 
tures without the Mayor’s con- 
sent. 

The situation makes the transit 
system a direct function of the 
Mayor’s office and thus puts the 
system squarely into the rough- 
and-tumble political struggles of 
the nation’s largest city. 

Bingham Heads Board. 

Sidney H. Bingham has been 
a member of the board and its 
boss since 1950. Lately he has 
appeared in St.’ Louis and else- 
where advocating the Bingham 
Formula for public ownership 
and private management of the 
transit systems of American 
cities. The system he runs in 
New York is entirely public. 

Under the state law, the city is 
liable for the board’s deficits. Aft- 
er the turnstiles and the farebox- 
es, the city treasury is the source 
of funds for operating expenses 
and for interest and retirement 
of the municipal debt incurred 
for the investment in the transit 
system. 

In the six-year period of 1940- 
41 through 1945-46, including 
World War II, transit operating 
revenues exceeded the direct op- 
erating expenses, the margin be- 
ing substantial in the earlier 
years of this period. Since then 
the direct operating expenses 
have been greater than the reve- 
nue, except in 1948-49. In the last

system is incurring steadily mounting annual deficits, which the 
city must meet out of the taxes collected from general tax- 
payers. The deficit was $73,378,000 in the fiscal year ended last 
June 30, but will swell to about $96,000,000 in the current fiscal 
year, authorities estimate, and to appreciable more than $100,000,000 


In the last 11 years of public ownership the accumulated deficit, 
borne by the taxpayers, has exceeded $570,000,000, or more than 
half the investment of nearly a billion dollars in the system. 


$216,432,000, while expenses 
were $219,784,000, 
Other Large Charges. 

However, even when there was 
a balance in the operating ac- 
counts the annual charges for in- 
terest and debt retirement great- 
ly exceeded the sums available 
towards them from operations. 
These charges—mainly for inter- 
est on the big, fluctuating debt— 
had been totaling around $56,- 
000,000 to $57,000,000 a year, but, 
with the postwar purchase of 
much new equipment, will rise to 
about $71,300,000 in the current 
fiscal year. 

In the 10-year period through 
1950 the charges included about 
$167,000,000 for retirement of 
debt. When the Board of Trans- 
portation acquired the old IRT 
and BMT subways and related 
services it paid the former pri- 
vate owners $317,292,000 in city 
bonds bearing 3 per cent interest 
and maturing in 1980. These 
bonds now sell at a premium of 
$9.50 on a $100 unit. 

All of the capital for the city- 
owned system was obtained 
through floating municipal 
bonds. In general usage New 
York City can issue general ob- 
ligation bonds without going to 
the voters for approval, but it 
must obtain consent of the state 
Legislature to exceed certain 
debt limitations. 


No Depreciation Charge. 

New Yorks public system, un- 
like privately owned utilities, 
makes no charge for depreciation 
of facilities as part of its operat- 
ing expenses. As long as it is not 
even making expenses this has 
little practical effect, since a de- 
preciation charge would merely 
swell the deficit. Replacement of 
facilities is treated as new capital 
expense, to be financed by city 


bond issue, charges for which are 


figured in the transit deficit. 

Construction of a new subway 
in Second avenue, Manhattan, 
which would be a material con- 
tribution to rapid transit, is un- 
der consideration. It has received 
preliminary city and state legisla- 
tive approval. This and plans for 
modernization of other routes are 
estimated to cost $500,000,000, 
which, of course, would call for 
more city bonds. Elimination of 
the Third avenue elevated and its 
ancient wooden cars would be in- 
volved. 

By spring a decision may be 
reached as to whether the Board 
of Transportation will take over 
the Third Avenue Transit Corp., 
which is in receivership. It oper- 
ates ‘all bus lines in the Bronx 
and several in Manhattan. 

Criticism Limited. 

The Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent reported that criticism of the 
transit service by organizations 
and public figures has been re- 
markably limited in recent years. 
A Republican candidate for City 
Council president last year made 
charges of waste and bad service 
on the subways.

G.O.P. House Leader Asserts

SAVANNAH, Mo., Feb. 12 (UP) 
-~W. D. Cruce, Republican floor 
leader of the Missouri House, last 
night charged Democratic party 
machines had squelched attempts 
to investigate the Missouri legis- 
lature. 

Representative Cruce, of Cedar 


County, said at a Lincoln day 
dinner the state’s money was be- 
ing “poured down political rat 
holes by the millions—despite all 
the efforts of the Republicans.” 

He asserted that the state leg- 
isiature is under the control of 
“two vicious machines—the Pen- 
dergast in Kansas City and the 
Callanan-Shenker in St. Louis.” 

Cruce said the campaign this 
year will be based on “morality, 
integrity and economy on the Re- 
publican side against corruption, 
graft and Communism on the 
Democratic side.” 

Cruce demanded “a revolution 
in this country—a revolution... 
of good people who will use bal- 
lots instead of bullets to return 
good Government to this state 
and to the nation.” 

“Your money, despite all the 
efforts ofsthe Republican mem- 
bers of the Legislature, is being 
poured down political.ratholes by 
the millions,” he charged. 

Cruce criticized an increase in 
the number of employes in the 
Motor Vehicle Department, as- 
serting that the staggered system 
of automobile license should have 
— a reduction in person- 
nel. 

Instead, he said, “the number 
of employes has increased and 
now the head of the revenue de- 
partment wants more money.” 

Cruce also assailed the state 
administration for not prosecut- 
ing an employe of the license de- 
partment who allegedly admitted 
embezzling $10,000.

Private Firms in Black. 

In marked contrast in New 
York, most of the privately 
owned bus companies are re- 
ported to be showing profits, al- 


though they are fully taxed, in- | 


cluding a city charge of 5 per 
cent on gross operating revenues. 
In general, their pay scales are 
higher than the board’s, but they 
have not gone to the 40-hour 
week. The Board of Transporta- 
tion charged at hearings on the 
40-hour week that some of its 
union employes failed to give a 
full day’s work, which the union 
denied. 

The private bus companies are 
not faced with the heavy capital 
investment or some of the oper- 
ating problems that confront the 
board, which at least partially 
explains the contrast in financial 
results. They have the 10-cent 
fare, except the Fifth Avenue 
Coach Co., which charges 12 
cents. 

In a recent editorial, the New 
York Times advised Mayor Im- 
pellitteri to look at higher fares 
charged in other cities and to in- 
crease the New York fare at least 
enough to cover direct operating 
costs. It said the deficit has been 
costing the city. more than 
$250,000 a day, and added: “No 
one hopes for or asks a fare that 
will cover debt service. That

$80,000 for the 1951 season. 

At a press eonference called by 
Saigh, who had said he had an 
announcement of national inter- 
est, the Redbird batting star was 
given the additional salary that 
had been held up pending a deci- 
sidn by the Salary Stabilization 
Board. 

The amount of the check, be- 
lieved to have been $20,001.85, 
was said to represent the differ- 
ence due Musial, less taxes. He 
had been paid $55,000—the same 
as for two previous seasons— 
pending the decision on the raise 
that he had contracted for.

IN SPAIN, SAYS

MADRID, Feb. 12 (AP) — The 
Spanish Foreign Ministry said 
last night that Spain has freedom 
of religion and that it regretted 
reported criticism by President 
Truman that might be an attempt 
“to interfere in the private af- 
fairs of Spain.”

NATO Military Chiefs Study Arms

LISBON, Feb, 12 (AP), 

ILITARY leaders of the 12 Atlantic Allies recommend only 

minor changes today in a projected master plan aimed af 

stepping-up Western defense preparations. 

The military committee—made up of the Chiefs of Staff of 
the 11 Allied armies and a civilian delegate from Iceland—whipped 
through its review of the plan submitted by the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization's temporary council committee. The temporary 
committee is headed by W. Averell Harriman, chief of the United 
States Mutual Security Agency. 


The military committee then 
adjourned until Monday. 

The military experts studied 
the plan purely from a technical 
standpoint to determine if it 
could assure Europe protection 
from aggression. The Harriman 
report evaluates how much each 
country is able to do for Western 
defense. 

It was critical of several mem- 
ber nations, particularly Belgium. 

Informed sources said almost 
every nation tabled amendments 
to a military critique of the Harri- 
man report which had been pre- 
pared in advance by the military 
standing group. The group is 
made up of United States, French 
and British members, plus repre- 
sentatives from the other nations.

Uncle Ben’s Pioneer Tales 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Of the many old settlers who lived 
in our neighborhood during the early 
1890s one of the most colorful was 
Uncle Ben. 

A tall, rugged man then in his 80s, 
he lived in a roomy log house made of 
heavy timber hewed to line and set 
with precision. A short breezeway con- 
nected this with a smaller frame build- 
ing where his wife prepared their meals. 

The main house was kept neatly 
whitewashed inside. There was but one 
window, a fireplace, a four-poster feath- 
er bed and some other crude furniture. 
On the wall were some buckhorn brack- 
ets where the old gentleman kept his 
guns and other hunting equipment, in- 
cluding two or three ox-horn bugles. 

One of the guns was an old cap and 
ball rifle with a heavy octagon l 
about five feet long. This gun had a 
fancy walnut stock, trimmed with pol- 
ished brass. Embedded in one side 
was a pocket with hinged cover for 
wadding and bullets. 

Though this gun had but one hammer 
it had two triggers. One of these was 
called a hair trigger, which could be set 
to release the hammer at the lightest 
touch. This was used for fine shooting, 
the other for ordinary firing. I never 
knew just how this hair trigger was set, 

One of my father’s habits was to 
spend an occasional evening with Uncle 
Ben. He always took me with him, and 
boylike I would listen spellbound to 
the old gentleman’s tales of his early 
life in Missouri; of the primitive wilder- 
ness, of the tomblike silence of the 
winter forest, of his encounters with 
bears, wolves, wildcats and panthers. 

He had a fund of stories. One of 
these was about a man who had lived 
with him when he first came to Mis- 
souri. This man claimed to be a mighty 
hunter who could clip the head off a 
wild turkey at 100 yards. 

But a snake, a wildcat and some corn 
liquor eventually got the best of him. 
It seems that he had gone hunting one 
day well fortified with liquor. He re- 
turned late that evening in a miserable 
condition, his clothing torn, his face 
and arms scratched and bleeding, one 
arm apparently helpless. 

He told a garbled tale about being 
attacked by a wildcat. While he was 
tangled with the cat a rattlesnake ap- 
, age at his feet with eyes burning 

ike coals, its body swelled with rage, 
its tongue darting like a flame. 

This combination of assailants was 
too much. He dropped his gun and 
fled the woods. Soon after he left for 
parts unknown. With a twinkle in his 
eye Uncle Ben said he thought this tale 
was mostly fiction, especially about the 
snake. 

Though Uncle Ben talked much of 
the past he kept himself informed about 
the latest news and gossip going the 
rounds of the neighborhood. These he 
would tell with zest. Nothing seemed 
to escape him.

Eaton, In all, Mr. Eaton and his associates con- 
tributed $35,000 to the League. Under the Cor- 
rupt Practices Act $5000 is the top limit any one 
person may legally give in any one year to any 
one political group. 

Reimbursement does not have to be resorted 
to in order to frustrate the intent of the law. 
Oversize donations can be divided among family 
or business associates to come within the legal 
limit. In 1950, when the present Congress was 
chosen, the duPont interests gave the Republi- 
can party a tenth of all its contributions of $100 
or more—total, $98,590. The Mellons gave $42,- 
500, the Bentleys $36000 and the Rockefellers 
$23,000. The Frankels of Houston gave the Dem- 
ocratic party $12,000, 

Accepting these contributions from multiple 
donors were multiple groups numbering 12 for 
the Democrats and 14 for the Republicans.

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Insurance Against Inflation 

Two weeks ago the White House let it be 
known that it had given up the fight to repeal 
the Capehart amendment and other provisos 
which watered down last year’s Defense Produc- 
tion Act. 

In requesting a two-year extension of the Act, 
Mr. Truman renews his attack on these amend- 
ments. He is evidently speaking for the record, 
and at the same time warning against hobbling 
administration of the new law by similar re- 
strictions on price control. 

. The principle of the Capehart amendment was 
that all manufacturers should be guaranteed 
price ceilings high enough to cover any cost in- 
creases up to last July. Congress will be tempt- 
ed, perhaps, to write a later “cutoff date” Into 
the extension of the law. If it does, it will ig- 
nore again the sound policy that price ceilings, 
while they should take full account of produc- 
ers’ costs, should also be related to producers’ 
profits. 

Mr. Truman is surely right in saying that the 
danger of inflation has not passed and that a 
strong stabilization law is needed to cope with 
the “new inflationary fires” that might break 
out “all through the economy.” 

Temporarily, however, the pressure is off, and 
it will be interesting to see what effects this has 
on the ligislation. Conceivably with fewer prices 


knocking against the ceilings Congress may find 


it possible to pass 8 tighter law than it did last 
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year. That wouldn't hurt a bit. The stronger the 
insurance policy that ean now be written against 
further inflation, the better off we shall all be. 


That is no more our business than is the over- 
throw of the Communist regime in Russia. The 
kind of government which holds sway in China 
or in Russia is the affair of the Chinese and the 
Russians. é 

Mr. Dulles said that “normally we don’t use 
our fleet to protect the Communist areas.” So it 
had better be pointed out to him that the Seventh 
Fleet is not engaged in protecting Communist 
China. Its mission remains what it has been 
since June, 1950, the prevention of a spread of 
the Korean fighting to Formosa and perhaps to 
China. Its task is to confine the fighting as nar- 
rowly as possible. 

As a matter of fact, the United States and the 
United Nations now are engaged in a patience- 
testing effort to bring the fighting to an end. 
This is not helped by aggressive talk, especially 
not from men as highly placed as Mr. Dulles. 
Talk such as his tends to broaden a conflict 
which ought to be confined, even in the event 
of a collapse of the truce negotiations. 

Judgment based on no more than elemen- 
tary considerations indicates the folly of a wide- 
spread Far Eastern war. China is so vast that it 
could absorb most of our men and resources for 
an indefinite time during which the vital West 
would be nakedly exposed. 

This, quite aside from any regard for the sta- 
tus of either the Chinese Reds or Chiang’s For- 
mosan Nationalists, should be enough to induce 
Washington to concentrate its efforts on the 
achievement of an acceptable Korean settlement, 
a settlement ending the specifie aggression we 
set out to stop. In this, the Dulles talk was any- 
thing but a help.

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Scandals in G.I. Training 

Perhaps the abuses of the G.I. “bill of rights” 
reported by the Teague committee add up to 
only a relatively minor scandal. But certainly 
it is one which could have been largely pre- 
vented. While the G.I. bill was still under dis- 
cussion, the late Representative Cochran of St. 
Louls warned against the very abuses which are 
now reported. 

As Mr. Cochran predicted, most of the trouble 
stemmed from fly-by-night “schools” organized 
to take advantage of the legislation. The estab- 
lished calleges and technical training institu- 
tions did not regard veterans’ training as a bo- 
nanza. Most of them gave considerably more 


than a dollar’s value for every dollar they ac- 


cepted from the Veterans’ Administration. 

Not so the new “educators” who really only 
saw a chance to make a killing. These—unhap- 
pily with the co-operation of some veterans— 
padded bills and expenses and provided training 
of only the most doubtful value. Congress may 
well ask why “schools” of this type found it so 
easy to get VA approval. The Department of 
Justice should find it possible to recover some 
of the taxpayers’ money. 

Sam Cole, head of the VA's education and 
training program, rather lightly dismisses the 
committee's finding that some of his employes 
accepted “bribes, gifts, unusual loans, gratuities, 
services and ownership in schools.” There were 
few such among the 28,000 employes, he says, 
and their offenses were minor. Maybe so and 
maybe not. A more careful scrutiny of indi- 
vidual cases certainly is in order, and vigorous 
prosecutions should be started where indicated. 

On the whole, the educational benefits of the 
G.I. bill are not to be questioned... They repre- 
sent a far more intelligent expression of na- 
tional gratitude toward veterans than any dis- 
tribution of mere money. They will pay divi- 
dends for years to come. But even this fine pro- 
gram seems to have been contaminated by wide- 
spread-moral laxness in official circles. In so far 
as possible, it should be cleaned up. 


New Crisis in Moscow 
There is a hew crisis in Moscow. And it has 
hit the operetta writers especially hard. Rus- 
sian laughter is supposed to be serious. But they 
have only been able to make it funny. And so 


they are in trouble. Soviet Art scolds them: 
In a Soviet operetta, “laughter must be 
raised to the level of genuine social satire. 
It must become a weapon of unmasking ene- 
mies and traitors of the people and aggres- 
sors. In‘ addition, laughter in an operetta 
must be the means of educating the people

Some biographies try to glorify son by condemning father, but story 
of Thomas Lincoln's improvidence is not true, writer says; traces 
his life in Illinois; President's father worked hard and paid his 
debts; not a good manager of property, he was a good neighbor. 


From a Zeta Psi Address at the University of Illinois by Charles H. Coleman, 
Professor of Social Science, Eastern Illinois State College 


Thomas Lincoln, father of the President, 
has been the victim of those biographers 
of his son who have sought to emphasize 
the contrast between the humble cabin 
near Hodgenville and the White House. 
Many have sought to glorify the son by 
condemning the father. He has been de- 
picted as lazy, improvident, dull and 
poverty-stricken. 

While Thomas Lincoln was poor, he was 
not poverty-stricken. In his moves to In- 
diana and Illinois he left no unpaid debts 
behind. He was no 
landless vagrant. 

From his marriage in 
1806 to his death in 
1851, Thomas Lin- 
coln occupied eleven 
homes. He owned, or 
at least he paid for, 
all but two of them. jf 

Thomas Lincoln Ae 
left Indiana for Illi- # 
nois in March 1830. Hala 
After one year in 
Macon county he 
moved to Coles coun- 
ty, where relatives 
of his wife lived. He 
settled on a 40-acre 
tract of public land in the Buck Grove 
neighborhood. With neighborhood assist- 
ance he erected a cabin, probably late in 
May 1831. This was Thomas Lincoin’s 
only experience as a squatter. It was a 
common practice. Some of his neighbors 
also were living on unentered public lands. 


80 Acres and Independence 


That summer Abraham visited his father 
and stepmother for a few weeks before 
going on to New Salem. It is very unlikely 
that he assisted in the erection of the Buck 
Grove cabin, which probably had been 
completed some weeks before his arrival. 
Nor is it likely that Abraham had any part 
in the erection of any of Thomas Lincoln's 
other Coles county cabins. 

The Buck Grove home was the first of 
five in Coles county for Thomas Lincoln. 
His last move was in 1840, when he ac- 
quired by exchange with Reuben Moore, 
a neighbor, the 80-acre ‘“Goosenest Prairie” 
farm where he died in 1851. 

These moves involved a series of land 
transactions amounting altogether to 240 
acres, for which Thomas paid $327. He sold 
120 acres for $362.50. This does not in- 
clude 40 acres he sold to his son Abraham 
in 1841 for $200, which was virtually a 
gift, as Thomas retained the use of it until 
his death. When he died Thomas Lincoln 
owned the 80-acre farm on which he lived. 

Why did Thomas exchange 80 acres with 
Reuben Moore in 1840? The adjoining 
land he gave up is for the most part level 
prairie, much more valuable today than 
the rolling farm he acquired. Did Thomas 
get the worst of the deal? In the more 
than a century since the exchange, the 
level prairie has been improved by tilling, 
while erosion has injured the rolling land.

Thomas was not a good financial man- 
ager. His fondness for his stepson John D. 
Johnston led him into repeated difficulties. 
Thomas was a defendant in five law suits 
in Coles county, and lost four. In four of 
the five, Johnston was involved in the 
original obligation. 3 

The first of these cases began in March 
1835, when Lincoln, Johnston, Dennis F. 
Hanks, Squire Hall and one William Mof- 
fett signed a one year lease on a saw and 
grist mill. They were to pay $220.12%, 
not more than $50 of which might be paid 
by repair to the mill. Payments totaling 
$85.25 were made, of which $50 was repair 
work. Suit for the unpaid balance was 
brought in June 1836. In October, Lincoln, 
Johnston, Hanks and Hall confessed a 
judgment against them of $138.67. Mof- 
fett, the fifth partner, had disappeared. 


Problem of Four Partners 
Since Thomas was a carpenter, and had 


worked on a mill in Kentucky, it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that he contributed the 


$50 worth of repair work. If the other - 
four partners had done as much work, ’ 


the mill would have been a success, and 
the $220 due could have been paid. The 
failure of Themas’ milling venture prob- 
ably was due to lazy partners. 

In May 1849, Thomas became ill. In 
response to an urgent summons from 
Johnston, Abraham came from Springfield 
at a very inconvenient time. He wag seek- 
ing appointment as General Land Office 
Commissioner, and his presence was 
needed in Washington. He delayed his 
trip east until June 10. The appointment 

t to another. 

t may have been that Lincoln's concern 
about his father cost him the appoint- 
ment. What effect would four years in 
Washington as an officeholder have had 
on Abraham Lincoln’s subsequent career? 

Thomas Lincoln recovered in 1849, but 
died on Jan. 17, 1851. Abraham, notified 
of his father’s later illness, was‘unable to 
come because of the recent birth, on Dec, 
2], 1850, of William Wallace Lincoln. Mrs. 
Lincoln was still confined to her bed. 


A Message From Abraham 


But Abraham sent a message to his 
father, in which he told him “to call upon 
and confide in our great and good and 
merciful Maker, who will not turn away 
from him in any extremity. He notes the 
fall of a sparrow, and numbers the hairs 
of our heads, and he will not forget the 
dying man who puts his trust in him.” 

Abraham reminded his father that if it 
was his lot to go now, that he would “soon 
have a joyous meeting with many loved 

gone before, where the rest of us, 
through the help of God, hope ere long 
to join them.” 

Poor management and generosity, rather 
than laziness, explain why Thomas Lincoln 
lived and died a poor man. A neighbor,

POPE AND THE HEROIC TRADITION, by Dougies 
Knight. (Yale University Press, 123 pgs., $3.) 
With the figure of Alexander Pope now

Drawing on a sub- 
stantial background, he places Pope's 
translation against that of other transla- 
tors, explains cogently the translator’s 
problem of fusing his poetic and’ critical 
gifts. and explains also with admirable 
clarity, how Pope's translation is related 
to the original. 


To undertake so comprehensive a task 
in so slender a volume might, at first 
glance, seem questionable. But intelligent 
selection of detail and merciful com 
sion of writing combine to make this k 
a scholarly pleasure. It is not too much 
to say that “Pope and the Heroie Tradi- 
tion” will unquestionably be the necessary 
foundation for further studies of this sub- 
ject. As No. 117 in the Yale Studies in

Painting of Late Newspaper Man Is Gift of 
Friends on the Post-Dispatch and 
Several Other Persons. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 12—A 
portrait of the late Charles G. 
Ross, distinguished newspaper 
man and veteran of the Post- 
Dispatch staff, was unveiled to- 
day in the auditorium of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri journalism 
school. It was the gift of friends 
of Ross on the Post-Dispatch and 
several other persons. 


Ross, who was President Tru- 
man’s press secretary from the 
start of the Truman administra- 
tion in 1945 until his death, Dec. 
5, 1950, previously had been con- 
tributing editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch. Before that he had been 
editor of the editorial page and, 
for years, chief Washington cor- 
respondent. He was the first ap- 
pointee to a professorship in the 
school of journalism here, a post 
he held before going to the news- 
paper staff. 


A brief address of presentation 
in behalf of the donors was made 
by Joseph Pulitzer, editor of the 
Post-Dispatch, who also unveiled 
the picture. 


“Charles Ross,” Pulitzer said, 
“was, I should like to emphasize, 
above everything else a great re- 
porter. He sought the truth and 
that, in this complicated world, 
is not always an easy task. 

“He wrote without fear or 
favor. He wrote with great clar- 
ity, vigor and beauty of expres- 
sion. He had a warm personality, 
tremendous charm and a delight- 
ful sense of humor. But with all 
that warmth, he had as stiff a 
backbone as any man in journal- 
ism ever had.” 

Acceptances were made by 
Earl F. English, dean of the jour- 
nalism school, and Arnold Bier- 
man of Clayton, Mo., presi- 
dent of the Journalism Students’ 
Association. Frank L. Mott, dean 
emeritus of the school, also spoke 
about Ross’s career. 

The framed portrait, done in 
oils, shows Ross seated in a chair, 
at about the age of 55. It hangs 
on the rostrum of the auditorium 
in Neff Hall. 

One of the highlights in Ross’s 
career was the award to him in 
1932 of the Pulitzer Prize for re- 
porting, for a series of articles, 
“The Country’s Plight—What Can 
Be Done About It?” published in

The offerings have already won critical acclaim as 

well as wide popularity in some other medium. The 

risk in translating them to television is thus ree 

duced, though by no means eliminated.

“STUDIO ONE,” on the other hand, has delved 
{n some obscure corners and consistently comes up 
with out-of-the-way tales. Not all of them are suc- 
cessful, but there are hardly any that are not 
challenging to the imagination, that are not in 
some way a little different from the run-of-the- 
mill fare on television. 


It’s generally the practice here to review what 
has been done rather than what is about to be 
done on television. But today I’m going to reverse 
the procedure and give a preview of what “Studio 
One” has in mind for the winter, because the pro- 
gram is tackling some highly adult themes. In 
the near future, for example, “Studio One” will 
come to grips with a man who is both widely 
known and widely Pee Ne enter Alger. The 
man who influenced a whole géneration of Ameri- 
cans including Henry Ford, the Wright brothers 
and John D. Rockefeller, lived as a porter in a 
lodging house for boys and ran for Mayor of New 
York City against the Tweed ring. 


“Studio One” will also do Stefan Zweig’s 25- 
year-old tale, “Letter From An Unknown Woman,” 
which deals candidly with the relationship be- 
tween a young girl and an older man and the 
birth of an illegitimate child, a fairly unusual 
theme for television. Another offering will be 
“The Wings of the Dove,” one of Henry James’s 
most famed stories.

ALSO SCHEDULED IS an original by Michael 
Dyne called “Sight Unseen,” a story about Pon- 
tius Pilate and his wife. (Pontius Pilate is getting 
a good deal of attention lately. Clara Boothe Luce 
is now in Hollywood writing a screen play about 
him.) 

I’m not foolhardy enough to recommend all 
or any of these productions wholeheartedly, not 
having seen any of them, but it certainly sounds 
like a promising list. Television, people keep 
pointing out, burns up material in a horrendous 
fashion. This has its drawbacks, but there are 
some advantages, too. The terrible drain on stories 
is forcing TV to get off the beaten track, to un- 
cover some forgotten treasures, to experiment, to 
dig a little more deeply than either the movies 
or the theater,

“He shall hold it (his house) fast, 


but it shall endure.” 
‘Job viii, 15. 

ERE, in the Book of Job, is 
H “endure” in the sense of last- 

ing. In the New Testament, 
2 Timothy, fi, 10, we find it in al- 
lusion to bearing or tolerating, 
that is, bearing up under difficul- 
ties. The two shades of meaning 
come together in the word’s 
origin. 

“Endure” ecomes from the 
French “endurer,” from the Latin 
which goes back to “durus,” hard. 
The connection between the qual- 
ity of hardness and ‘“endurer,” 
which is to remain firm, to last— 
whence comes our “endure”’—is 
clear enough. 

In Elizabethan times, the word 
was used in both shades of mean- 
ing, as in the Bible. For example, 
Shakespeare wrote “Their verdure 
still endure”; nevertheless, one of 
his characters exclaims, “I will no 
longer endure it.” This too hardly 
requires explanation as stemming 
from the root meaning “hard,” 
for endure in the sense of tolerate 
is simply another way of saying 
“to remain firm’—under certain 
conditions. 

The same root yields also “dur- 
able.” From the Latin “durare,” 
to last, came “durabilis,” our 
durable.

The Little Dipper is easy 
enough to find if we locate the 
Big Dipper, and use the “pointer 
stars” or “pointers.” 

The pointers in the Big Dipper 
are the two which make up the 
outer side of the cup.

LET US SAY that we are look- 
ing at the Big Dipper with the 
cup at the right and the handle 
at the left. We locate the point- 
ers quickly, and run our eyes 
from the bottom one up through 
the top one, and then on into 
space about four times the seem- 
ing distance between the two 
pointers. 

At that place, well above the 
cup, we should make out the 
North Star. Another name for 
this star is “Polaris,” and a third 
is “pole star.” 

The North Star is fairly bright, 
but many other stars in the sky 
are brighter. The most important 
thing about this star is the fact 
that it indicates the direction of 
the North Pole. If a person faces 


‘| the North Star, and stretches out 


his right arm, he points toward 
the east. His left arm can point 
westward, and the back of his 
head is toward thé south.
